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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Claims 1-31 were discussed in view of the After-Final Amendment filed on 02-May-2007. The Examiner stated that the 
Amendments successfully overcame the rejections regarding claims 1-28. Claims 29-31, however, are not yet 
presented in an allowable form, because of remaining rejections under 35 U.S.C 112 and 101 as follows: 

Claim 29 recites, "computer executable process steps" as well as recitation of "for providing" which are still maintained 
rejected under 35 U.S.C 101 and 35 U.S.C. 112, respectively. The Examiner made recommendations to overcome 
these rejections via claim Amendments. 

Claim 30 recites "computer executable program code", which represents "Software" per se. The Examiner indicated 
that this claim, if amended to overcome the "software" nature, would potentially introduce a "Duplicate Claim" with 
claim 29. Therefore, the Examiner recommended the Applicant to consider canceling this claim. 

Claim 31, as Amended, still recites limitations which were previously rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112 and 101, regarding 
the result being "operative to" and tangibility issue with the second "define" limitation of the claim. The Examiner also 
made recommendations for this claim to be Amended to overcome the remaining rejections .
